County Set 
For Work On 
Health Unit 


S. R. Site Proposed; 
Board to Sign With 
Architects On Monday 


By TOM WIEDER 
Most of the hard work in­ 
volved in getting Marin resi­ 
dents their new $150,000 county 
health center is out of the way. 
All that has to be accomp­ 
lished is acquisition of a site for 
the building and the drawing up 
of plans. 
The board of supervisors gave 
the nod to the architect firm of 
Hammond, Woodbury, and Smith it 
their Monday afternoon session this 
week. Holland B. Hammond of 
Strawberry and the supervisors will 
probably sign a contract Monday. 
One of the best features of the 
proposed center is the fact that'it 
will directly cost Marin’s 
taxpayers only $50,000. 
Back in 1946 the Senate pushed 
through the Hill-Burton Act which 
provided a fund for. the building of 
health facilities in places where 
they were needed most. Marin quali­ 
fied easily on the basis of need. 
U.S.* STATE AID 
The act says that the federal gov­ 
ernment will foot one-third of the 
bill, if state and county sources will 
each pay a third. Marin’s share of 
$50,000 was authorized by the super­ 
visors on December I. 
I won’t really believe it until I 
see it," declares County Health Of­ 
ficer Clarice Haylett, who will have 
three or four times as much space 
in which to run the county’s all- 
important health program. 
At present, Dr. Haylett operates 
from a dilapidated red brick struc­ 
ture on the northwest comer of 
Fourth street and Tamalpais ave­ 
nue in San Rafael. 
The old building, which is begin­ 
ning to sag in many spots and shows 
signs of long wear, contains 800 
square feet. 
From there Dr. Haylett and the 
rest of her 22-person staff, which 
consists largely of women, will move 
into a one-story modem frame- 
stueco plant of 6;000 to 8,000 square 
feet, possibly at Fourth and Grand. 
WAS A LARGE LAKE 
About the only drawback of that 
site found so far is a slight suscep­ 
tibility to San Rafaels recurrent 
floods. Fourth and Grand was one 
of the many lakes that appeared in 
the city during the last big down­ 
pour. 
Dr. Haylett says she has looked 
over a number of other spots but 
none has been so well suited to the 
needs of her department. The most 
important factors, she thinks, are 
cost, accessibility to public and pri­ 
vate transportation, and surround­ 
ings. 
The enlarged setup will give more 
space for laboratory work, clinical 
facilities for a tuberculosis X-ray 
clinic, treatment of venereal disease, 
well-child clinic, immunization, in-

Cahill Fires 
Broadside 


At Recallers 


Pamphlet Lists His 
Reasons For Refusing 
To Vote New Contract 


Trustee John E. Cahill, target 
of a pending recall election in 
Ross school district, today firec 
a broadside into the ranks of 
his opponents. 
The rebuttal took the form of 
an eight-page, three-by-nine inch 
pamphlet mailed by Cahill to each 
registered voter in the district. 
About 1,200 persons are eligible 
to vote in the election, which prob­ 
ably will be held the week of March 
16. 
Cahill’s printed brochure is en 
titled “Why the Recall ?" and bears 
the subtitle, “The facts presented 
by John Cahill, Ross school board 
trustee. 
CAHILL'S SIDE 
The campaign document gi ves 
Cahill’s side of the controversy over 
the school board’s failure to renew 
the contract of District Superin­ 
tendent P. Bliss. The vote took place 
last December 12, and is effective 
June 30. Mrs. Mary P. Bolles, who 
voted with Cahill not to rehire 
Bliss, has resigned from, the board. 
Declaring that “in well-disciplined 
schools, teachers send their most 
serious behavior cases to their prin­ 
cipal and expect him to handle the 
matter fairly,” Cahill flatly charged 
that “Bliss has not given that firm 
backing to his teachers." 
‘'The fact is," he continues, “that 
at Ross these discplinary incidents 
continue to re-occurr and the in­ 
effective manner of handling and 
following them up is a master of 
great concern to the board." The 
pamphlet lists five incidents which 
Cahill said took place at the school 
Cahill further charged that “a 
number of children have been with­ 
drawn from the Ross school in the 
past three years b e c a u s e of the 
principal's tactless handling" of such 
disciplinary situations. 
NOT DONE TN HASTE* 
Pointing out that the board's de­ 
cision not to renew Bliss’ contract 
was not arrived at in haste, Cahill

The.se factors plus: the needs for 
new furniture to equip the new 
rooms and the pressing need for ad­ 
ditional staff members including 
additional janitorial help are the 
factors that make a tax celling in­ 
crease inescapable, Smith said.

New York Times Tokes a Look At 
Storm Situation In California 


Newt of trains and towns buried in Sierra snowa 
and of floods sweeping southern California with 
tragic loss of life may make some persons wonder 
What has become of the Golden State's celebrated 
•Hmate. Nothing has become of it. It is going to ex­ 
tremes this year, but it is not doing anything that it 
has not done before. Moreover, there is no California 
eUmate. There is a series of California climates. The 
word climate in California is a slogan applied largely 
to the area around Los Angeles and historically 
employed to attract tourists and settlers. This cli­ 
mate, extending along the coast and coastal valleys, 
is pretty good. Prom San Diego well to the north f 
San Francisco there is relatively little variation 
between summer and winter temperatures. The 
change is provided by winter rain and, along the 
•oast; by summer fog. 
But the favored coastal valleys and foothills are 
only part of the picture. The Central Valley In 
summer is hot enough to suit anybody. It is hot 
enough to suit a malarial salamander. Fresno and 
Bakersfield, those flourishing and lovely modem 
elties, may watch the thermometer climbing above 
110. On the other hand, in the high ranges the 
winter temperatures may go far below' zero—in one 
recorded Instance, on the top of Mt. Lassen, 56 de­ 
grees below sero. The rainfall may be slight. There 
are winters in the south when almost no rain falls. 
There are also winters, such as the present, when a 
few inches of rain fall in a few hours with disastrous 
results. Nor tie heavy Sierra snows exceptional. On 
the average they run from 300 to 400 inches a season. 
One locality to Alpine County was blessed with 144 
inches to a stogie winter. If these prodigious snows 
did not occur, the loss in irrigation water and to 
pbwer would vastly exceed that caused occasionally 
by snow-blocked roads and spectacular floods.

'We Regret To Inform You' Letters 
Soon May Take A Different Form 


The Defense Department is xonsidering a change 
to its terse (and we might say terrifying) "wound­ 
ed to action’' notification sent to the next of kin. 
There has long been agitation for some more 
humane method of Informing relatives that a sol­ 
dier has been injured to combat. 
The brief tele­ 
gram saying only that he has been wounded leaves, 
the family to a frantic state of concern until the 
details of his condition can be learned. And find­ 
ing out the details may takd considerable time. 
The1 alternate proposals which have been made 
are: A follow-up telegram to be sent as soon as 
the extent of to juries is determined: or withhold­ 
ing notice of injury until an air mail letter can 
be sent giving details of the wounded man’s con­ 
dition. 
.There may be considerable room for argument 
as to which of the two plans is more desirable, but 
either ope would be a vast Improvement over die 
present method. 
A man who is wounded but not seriously, is 
fearful that his family will think the injury may 
prove fatal or permanently disabling. His realization 
that they will get the facts as quickly as possible 
will eliminate unnecessary mental suffering for him 
as welLas for his family. Where the news is bad 
that, too, needs to be given out without delay. At 
least, the suspense can be greatly reduced, and 
suspdhse is sometimes the worst-suffering of all.—

WASHINGTON—President Tru­ 
man ha* at length made up his 
mind net to run again, if unusual­ 
ly authoritative sources close to 
the White House are now to be 
believed. 
All sort* of factors, ranging from 
Mrs. Truman's health to the presi­ 
dent’s own sense of having made 
his contribution, appear to have 
entered into this grave decision. 
But it says much about Truman 
that the main test, as he himself 
defined it, was how best to1 insure 
the continuity of a strong and con­ 
structive American foreign policy. 
Men who see much of Truman say 
that he has become almost obses­ 
sively preoccupied with this sin­ 
gle, dominant problem in recent 
months. 


IN 
CONFIDING 
HIS 
DE­ 
CISION, as he has in fact done 
to' more «than one 
'person, 
the 
president has not made it abso­ 
lute. 
He has cited the remote 
possibility of the outbreak of an­ 
other war or some other unfore­ 
seen but critical development re­ 
quiring him to "stay on the job." 
But he has been definite enough 
to convince sound judges that he 
will not yield to the many and 
heavy ordinary pressures 
from 
party leaders and others who may 
want him to run again. And he 
has indicated that he will make 
his decision public and thus final 
in the relatively near future, with­ 
in a matter of weeks. 
In the circumstances, the presi­ 
dent has inevitably devoted much 
time and thought to the problem 
of his successor, who will have, 
as he rightly conceives, the main 
responsibility of the leadership of 
the free world. He is determined, 
at all costs, to prevent the election 
of Sen. Robert A. Taft, whom he 
regards as a wholly unreconstruct­ 
ed isolationist. 
And fond as he 
is of Sen. Taft's chief Republican 
rival, General of the Army Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, the president Is 
also convinced that a victorious 
Eisenhower will bring* into con­ 
gress too many Republicans of the 
Isolationist 
school, 
causing 
the 
general’s world views to be quickly 
rejected by his own party.

FIRST 
choice, not unexpectedly, is said 
to have been Chief Justice Fred 
Vinson. But the chief justice, as 
previously forecast in this space, 
has In recent months lost what­ 
ever inclination he may once have 
had to descend from the bench 
into the rough 
political 
arena. 
When 
this 
disinclination 
was 
clearly signified, the president is 
reported to have put the other 
Democratic hopefuls through a 
sort of elimination contest,- 
The first and immediate casual­ 
ty was Sen. - Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee, 
whom the ‘ president 
both dislikes and thinks not strong 
enough for the job he is now seek­ 
ing. The runner-up, to whom long 
consideration was given, was the 
president's friend, Sen. Robert 8. 
Kerr of Oklahoma. Kerr had his 
energy and the certainty that he 
would be a fighting candidate on 
his side of the balance sheet. But 
. is utterly unknown to the mass of 
voters in the 
great 
industrial 
states any Democrat must carry to 
win, and the even more damaging 
fact of his record on civil rights. 


THE ELIMINATION CONTEST 
therefore resulted in the Jong 
meeting at the White House be­ 
tween the president and .Gov. Ad­ 
iad Stevenson of Illinois. Its pur­ 
pose was, quite frankly, for the 
president to look the governor over, 
and to review with him the main 
problems that would arise if he 
became the Democratic nominee. 
According to the same authorita­ 
tive sources, the meeting between 
Truman and Stevenson was emin­ 
ently satisfactory to both men. . 
Hence, unless some unforeseeable 
development intervenes, the presi­ 
dent can probably be expected not 
only to take himseif out of the 
race, but also to throw the great 
weight of his influence , behind 
Gov.

With Stevenson thus placed in 
the race as the president’s pre­ 
ferred nominee, the Kefauver can­ 
didacy, which mainly appeals to 
the same groups as Stevenson’s 
would, ought to fade rather rap­ 
idly.

NEW YORK (A»)—Steelmen sty 
steel inventories are growing vap­ 
idly. Some types of product/» will 
sei-n be in the surplus class, they 
sty. And union leaders are Join­ 
ing management in pushing for 
early decontrol of the industry. 
The sudden buildup of inventor­ 
ies comes from two thiigs: 1. steel 
production is now running 55,000 
ton» a week more than just a year 
ago, and 266,000 tons a week mora 
than two years ago. 
3. A new 
cut-back In the amount of metal 
than can be used in civilian goods 
production comes just as many 
steel users find that steel deliver­ 
ies-kre starting to pour In. 


THE RESULT IS, industry lead­ 
ers say, that many steel users are 
finding themselves with larger in­ 
ventories of steel on hand than 
the National Production Authority 
rules permit. 
Steel users under 
these rules can have only 45-days 
supply. But many of them report 
that since the first of the year steel 
they had ordered previously has 
begun to come in at a fast rate. 
Last fall ft usually took months to 
get a, steel order filled.

“Detroit, historically an ares of 
tightest steel supply, is today one 
of the softest areas in the market," 
says “The Iron Age," trade maga­ 
zine. 
“Almost without exception, 
auto producers are having brushes 
with inventory limits. 
Unexpect­ 
ed (NPA) cutbacks caught some 
warehouses flat-footed." 


THE BTEEL INDUSTRY made 
enopgh steel in the last 14 months 
so that nine per cent of all steel 
shipped ended up in users' inven­ 
tories, according to 
Bennett 
S. 
Chappie, Jr., assistant executive 
vira president of U. S. Steel. 
“Most declines in steel demand 
have been preceded by an exces­ 
sive buildup of consumers inven­ 
tories,” he warns, and adds, “the 
storm warnings are flying." 
President William Green of the 
American 
Federation 
of Labor 
also says the steel ingots “Is ap­ 
proaching adequacy." 
He asks 
Charles E. Wilson, defense mobili­ 
zation director, to lift controls as 
soon as supplies are adequate. 
Wilson himself recently said that 
the steel industry was over the 
hump, and that the end of the 
shortage in many steel products 
was in sight.

That is, only 3% of your cost, 6300, 
would be taxed each year until the 
amount that you had received tax 
free amounted to your total cost, 
610.000. After that, ail payments 
• would be taxable. 
Did you cash in a life insurance 
policy either on maturity of the 
policy or prior to maturity of the 
policy? 
If payment was made .in a lump 
sum, or left on deposit with the 
insurance company, then you are 
taxed on the difference bétween 
the amount received or left on de­ 
posit and the net premiums paid.

That job has been carried out 
through a contract 'with the Marin 
Medical Laboratories. Dr. Haylett 
says the work can be done on a 
much more economical basis if her 
department can take it over.

PRIVACY IS IMPORTANT 
A factor not always taken into 
consideration in public services .is 
that of privacy. That hasn’t been 
overlooked in plans for Marin’s new 
health center. 
"A lot of people coming in about 
tuberculosis,, venereal disease, and 
even sanitation problems are* em­ 
barrassed because we don’t have a 
private place for them to tell us 
their troubles,” Dr. Haylett said. 
Dr. Haylett, who came to Marta, 
in 1949 after graduating from Stan­ 
ford 
university’s medical school, 
thinks the people of Marta are get­ 
ting a good deal. But she doesn’t 
think the new building will be more 
than is needed. 
"We think we can build a 6,000- 
square foot building for around 
$90,000,” she figures, "but as I see 
it that's a pretty conservative cost 
estimate and it will take very care­ 
ful building.” 
The rest of the $150,000 will be 
used for buying' the site, a small 
emergency fund, built-in facilities 
such as sinks and lighting, archi­ 
tect’s fee, an X-ray outfit, furni­ 
ture, and a pack of other expenses.

Stating that in April, 1951, Bliss 
publicly flouted a decision of the 
board and threatened to resign over 
rehiring of teachers, Cahill said: 
“The superintendent is, the ad­ 
ministrative arm of the board and is 
supposed to carry out decisions of 
the board. The superintendent is 
directly responsible for his actions 
to the board and only indirectly to' 
the people. The board sets policies, 
and the superintendent is supposed 
to attend to the detail and execution 
of those policies. 
DOCUMENT CITED 
“Yet Mr. Bliss in violation of that 
principle,” Cahill charged, "threat­ 
ened to resign unless his recom- 
menation that all teachers be re- 
hired be accepted. This statement* 
Cahill pointed out, "appears in 
minutes of the meeting and came 
after the motion to reconsider the 
possibility of not rehiring a certain 
teacher.' * 
Cahill also charged that Blis3 at­ 
tempted to dictate his own terms in 
seeking a renewal of his contract.

T ransfusions 
Through 
The Bone 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D 
Blood transfusions can now be 
made into the marrow of a bone as 
well as into .-a vein. This discovery 
should be especially welcome to the 
parents of young children, since 
there have been times when it wets 
difficult to supply blood to children 
by vein. 
The methods of supplying blood 
and blood plasma when needed have 
become outstanding In saving lives 
on the battlefields. Blood transfu­ 
sions have also brought new safety 
to mothers in childbirth, and have 
saved many “blue babies” who would 
otherwise have died. 
Blood is often required in severe 
injuries, where large areas of the 
body are badly m utilated or burned, 
and the person is in severe shock. 
It is sometimes very im portant to be 
able to give blood and plasma, as 
well as. medicine, into the veins, as 
soon as possible. 
Sometimes it may be very difficult 
to reach a suitable vein, owing to 
the conditions of the injury or shock. 
The veins of babies, especially, may 
be unsuitable for transfusions. It 
may be almost impossible to locate 
a vein in which to give a trans­ 
fusion or other medicine. 
In these cases, blood can be sup­ 
plied through a needle inserted into 
the marrow of one of the larger 
bones. The usual one chosen is the 
breast bone, but the lower leg bone 
known as the tibia, may also be 
used. The needle can 'be left In place 
for continuous transfusions as long 
as 10 hours. Up to a quart of blood 
or liquid may be injected by this 
method. 
Most im portant is the fact that 
the new blood is in circulation in 
the blood vessels almost as quickly 
as if it had been injected through a 
vein. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
P.R.: W hat is the treatm ent for 
low blood, pressure? 
Answer: The treatm ent depends 
entirely upon the cause of the low 
blood pressure. However, the general 
treatm ent consists of building up 
the health and strength by means of 
plenty of rest and sleep, fresh air, 
sunshine, moderate exercise in the 
outdoors, .and the' use of a well 
balanced diet which provides all the 
essential food parts.

Ideal Liberty Garden Is 
1,000 Sq. Ft., Facing South 


The ideal Liberty garden plot 
ought to be level, fVee from the 
shade of trees, shrubs and build­ 
ings, with soil in which there are 
no roots of trees or shrubs. It 
should be near the kitchen door, 
w here vegetables can be gathered 
easily, just before they are to be 
cooked. 
TO PRODUCE sufficient fresh 
vegetables for a family of four, a 
m inim um of 1,000 square feet is 
required. T his will not allow for 
sweet corn, potatoes, cabbages, peas 
for canning, or any considerable 
quantity of vine crops except those 
grown on a fence or trellis. An­

would be required to supply the 
family with the others.

New Soil Conditioner 
Tested By Scientists 
BERKELEY — A possible new 
chem ical 
soil 
conditioner 
for 
treating heavy clay soils is under 
extensive study by the University 
of California College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
How th e chem ical will work on 
th e hundreds of different soils in 
C alifornia is a big question. 
Prior to the rainy season th e 
conditioner was added to pots of 
various soils and left in open fields. 
To date, these tests show th a t 
treated soils seem less com pacted 
and sticky th a n the untreated clay 
soils.

Pruning Easy 
It Shrubs 
Placed Right 


DA.VIS — Pruning, problem s Of 
the home gardener can be reuuced 
to a m inim um by proper landscap­ 
ing and selection of shrubs. 
The m ooera w en-planned g ar­ 
den nas few pruning problem s be­ 
cause its shruos are suited in size 
and growing habits to the loca­ 
tions in which they are planted, 
according 
to 
Robert 
Deering, 
chairm an of the landscape garden­ 
ing division. University of C alifor­ 
n ia college of agriculture. 
Only dead m aterials, broken or 
rubbing branches, old flowers and 
fruit need be removed from a gar­ 
den correctly planted. 'Sometimes 
a shade tree m ay produce suckers 
or secondary leaders th a t m ust be 
taken out, or an occasional shrub 
may need shaping to m aintain its 
n atu ra l form, 
LARGE SHRUBS planted in u n ­ 
suitable places frequently are the 
cause of extra work for the aver­ 
age hom e gardener. He is forced 
to prune heavily so the fam ily can 
find its way to the front door, es­ 
cape snagging branches, or see out 
the w’indows. And if the house is 
to 
be 
painted, 
his 
pruning 
is 
bound to be^severe. 
T his 
am ateur 
pruning 
often 
causes more harm to shrubs th a n 
if they were neglected. W hen th e 
inexperienced pruner has finished, 
he usually h as only sticks and 
stum ps of once beautiful plants 
left in his garden. 
Overly large shrubs should be 
replaced w ith low growing ones. 
Using ground covers and dw arf 
plants will keep down the am ount 
of' necessary pruning. Such m ate­ 
rials will stay low naturally and 
will not be bothersom e to m em ­ 
bers of the family.

Gladiolus are p o p u l a r every­ 
where. They will bloom for you 
according to the time you set the 
corn in th e ground. From now 
on until August is planting time. 
If you w ant early spring flowers 
p lan t now and if you w ant m id­ 
sum m er flowers plant later. The 
sim plest way to get blooms when 
you w ant them is to study the 
nam ed varieties of gladiolus and 
take note th a t some will bloom 
sixty days after planting, some 
seventy, and other varieties come 
into bloom ninety and a hundred 
days after planting.. 
IN THE HOME GARDEN it is 
best to group gladiolus rath er th an 
set them out in straight rows and 
by grouping th e corms a t p lan t­ 
ing tim e according to the expected 
d ate of blooming you can achieve 
a fine long tim e show. 
You will achieve a longer last­ 
ing display also by not planting 
all of your corm s of any one 
variety at one time. You will not 
w ant all of your “sixty day” type 
to come into bloom a t the same 
tim e and all cease blooming a t 
the sam e tim e. If you w ant a con­ 
tinuing perform ance you will need 
to space out your plantings. 
B b to h E Y o u r m a i uie glad­ 
iolus conn ciean off the old outer 
.scale if it is still present. Shuck 
it off, som ew hat lute peeling an 
old onion. D u s t e a c h c o r m 
thoroughly w ith 5% DDT or you 
can soak the corms in a solution 
m ade by putting one and a half 
tablespoons of Lysol to a gallon 
of w ater. Let the corms soak in 
this solution three hours and then 
let them drain. Do not dry them 
.in th e sun. You w ant to leave a 
protective f i l m of disinfectant. 
However, do not piant them while 
they are wet enougn to rot in the 
ground. 
FULL SUN IS BEST1 FOR for 
gladiolus. As you prepare the soil 
into which you are going to set 
your gladiolus corms aim for loose­ 
ness Use no m anure. Bone meal is 
permissible. Work, it into' the bot­ 
tom of the hole. Li^rge corms place 
five inches b e l o w the surface, 
sm aller corms three and four in­ 
ches. A pocket of sand around each 
corm is good. N apthalenc flakes 
uorke dinto the soil around the 
corm supposedly k e e p s gophers 
away. These rodents will eat glad­ 
iolus corms and come knocking at 
the door for more. 
As soon as you see the green 
spikes shooting out of the ground 
keep your plants watered over­ 
head. A misty spray occasionally 
over the green foliage1 of the glad-

Cultivation of gladiolus grown 
only for cut flowers is easier when 
grown in rows and planting like 
this helps you. to. outwit the wind 
and m akes it easier to stake the 
plants when th a t is necessary. 
DURING THE NEXT couple of 
weeks we are going to be busy as 
little beavers with our seasonal 
pruning. Pruning is easier, quicker, 
and more ap t to be successful when 
well designed tools of good quality 
are used. Your knowledge w ill guide 
you where to m ake the cut but 
the pruning instrum ent will do the 
actual cutting. 
A long handled pruning shear is 
m ore useful in working over your 
fruit 'trees than, the short handled. 
A pruning shear w ith a shock ab­ 
sorber will enable you to make a 
cleaner cut and work over the 
tree m ore thoroughly. W ith the 
shock absorber th e operator does 
not tire so quickly. 
Let us look a t a pruning shear. 
There are two blades. One is the 
cutting blade, the other is the 
holding blade, or as you m ay have 
heard it called, th e bruising blade. 
The holding blade m ust have en­ 
ough of a curve, som ething like 
a crooked finger, to clutch th e 


branch to be cut. The knife blade 
should at all times be sharp en­ 
ough to cut through without bruis­ 
ing. 
THE CURVED, narrow bladed 
pruning saw Is necessary because 
it perm its work in close places. 
N othing is quite so disconcerting 
in pruning tim e as to find th at 
while sawing off one limb you 
have mi bruised an adjacent branch 
th a t It also has to' be removed. 
If your cutting tools are dull 
this is th e tim e to take them to 
the blacksm ith, rig h t now, this 
week and while you are about R 
you m ight have the blacksmith 
curve the “hook'* of the holding 
blade of your pruning shears so 
th a t it’s ju st th e way you w ant it. 
RIC KETY LADDERS are taboo* 
A good three-legged ladder will 
perm it you to get closer into the 
tree and will enable you to prune 
a tree w ith less shifting of the 
ladder and consequently loss of 
tim e and energy. T he secret of the 
m anagem ent of a three-legged lad­ 
der is to place the third leg se­ 
curely before you sta rt up the 
ladder. 
IF YOU ARE INVESTING in 
a new wheelbarrow now of course 
the rubber tired ones are easy to 
m anage but unless the barrow is 
designed w ith a properly sloping 
bottom and sides it will not 'be 
easy 
to discharge 
the 
contents 
where and when you w ant them 
to go. 
And, speaking of wheelbarrows, 
the same sailor who told me of 
his rope trick which 1 have passed 
along to you tells me th a t among 
the Zriambelese there is a proverb 
“To singing b i r d s a well-oiled 
wlieel-barrow offers no competi­ 
tion.’’

With Wires Scare Experts 
By Architects, Builders

So m any electrical appliances 
are used and abused in the modern 
home and so m any householders 
attem pt electrical repairs and ad­ 
justm ents without some knowledge 
of the dangerous power involved 
th at it's—th a t’s right—shocking! 
You can kill yourself with house 
current under the right conditions. 
V irtually' all cities and most 
states have laws limiting the in­ 
stallation of electrical wiring to 
licensed electricians. But appar­ 
ently there are no laws prohibiting 
a householder from doing his own 
wiring, or altering or repairing it. 
You may invalidate your fire in­ 
surance toy wiring without a permit 
and official inspection. But there's 
no law th at says you have to get 
a 'permit to repair the wiring In 
your own house or to repair appli­ 
ances. 
So many electrical materials are 
displayed and sold in hardware 
stores you can't expect the aver­ 
age man—or woman, either—to re­ 
sist the tem ptation to tinker and 
fix 
worn 
out 
switches, 
lamps, 
toasters, fans, or maybe the tele­ 
vision set as soon as they get more 
acquainted with it. 
However, everybody 
would 
be 
happier and live longer if they 
would open the 
master switch 
where the power lines enter the 
house before touching anything 
connected with the lines. It's even 
more im portant for every member 
of a household to know where the 
m aster switch is located and how 
to work it than it is for them to 
know where the main water shut- 
off is. A flood may damage your 
house, but electric power can burn 
it down. 
•

• 
WHEN 
YOU 
CONSIDER 
the 
reason for a fuse blowing out, you 
can understand, how hot wires can 
become when overloaded or short 
circuited. The fuse “blows out" 
merely because it Is purposely the 
weakest point in the line and it 
simply melts under the quick in­ 
tense heat. 
The first mistake the amateur 
electrician usually makes is to set 
the 
stage 
for 
an 
overload 
by 
stringing out so many extensions 
for so many appliances that the 
circuit can't stand the heat. Or­ 
dinarily house circuits are usually 
designed to carry a maximum of 
1320 watts. You can count the 
wattage 
stamped 
on 
appliances 
and electric light bulbs M id see 
how soon th at maximum can be1 
reached. Appliances that can add 
more of a load must have special 
circuits. 
Electric kitchen ranges, laundry 
equipment and heating units call 
for special heavy circuits. Motor- 
used equipment, such 
as 
many 
power tools for the home work­ 
shop often need special circuits. 
The motors may not use so much 
current when they get going, but 
the drag In starting may blow a 
fuse. 
Every electric outlet should be 
regarded as a faucet in the plumb- 
ving system—as soon as an appli­ 
ance is plugged in, the current 
flows. So the number of outlets on 
a circuit must be taken into ac- 
oount when estimating a load.

It can often 
take the place of several pieces of 
movable furniture, allowing a small 
room to assume a stature far be­ 
yond Its size." 


ARCHITECTS have demonstrat­ 
ed th at a house equipped with 
built-ins can be 20 per cent small­ 
er than a house with the same 
amount of movable furniture. The 
usable floor space remains the 
same. Or put the other way around, 
you can increase the living area 
of a house by 20 per cent through 
the installation of built-ins.

A 15-ampere fuse is usually the 
heaviest th at should be used in 
branch circuits' of No. 14 B.S. 
gauge copper wire, rubber-covered 
in cable or conduit. 
Failure to use1 the proper size 
fuse also can invalidate your fire 
insurance. The National Electrical 
Code of 'the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters prevails for insur­ 
ance, regardless of local regula­ 
tions. Heavier fuses are only per­ 
mitted for heavier wires and for 
wires strung separately in porce­ 
lain tube and knob work. 
The reason for a fuse blowing 
out must be determined before the 
fuse is replaced, or the second one 
will go. The reason is usually ob­ 
vious—an overload, a short circuit, 
wet wires or appliances, a jammed 
motor, etc.

IMPROPERLY MADE repairs or 
wire splices are responsible for 
most shorts. In attaching a plug 
or socket to stranded flexible cord, 
extreme care should be taken to 
avoid loose wire ends that may 
touch the opposite wire or Its 
connections. 
The safest policy is not to splice 
lamp cords—to use one long piece. 
But splicing saves time and money, 
so if you must do it, stagger the 
splices of the two wires so they 
will not be opposite each other. 
Cut one wire about five inches 
longer than the other. Remove 
the insulation from the ends of 
each to expose about two inches of 
clean wire for making the splices. 
If any strain is expected on the 
cord, solder the splices before tap­ 
ing. Tape each splice, then tape 
the entire wire. 


House Painting 


Never start an outside paint job 
until about four days after heavy 
rains. Wood, brick and stucco ab­ 
sorb moisture and need time to 
dry out. 
Don’t start a paint job in the 
morning: until the sun has dried up 
the night’s dampness, and don’t 
paint in misty or damp weather. 
Paint th at has a tem perature 
below 50 degrees becomes too thick 
for a firm bond.

*'‘There is. a touch, of tragedy in 
that,” he feels, “having: been, born 
in India and educated by the 
Jesuits, who ordinarily have Hindu 
and Sanskrit in the course of 
si-iidy. But. I knew I would leave 
India .and did a t the age of 1.8, 
.so I didn’t study the Oriental 
languages.” 
Despite this lack, as friends be­ 
gan to ask questions about the 
paintings, Cleary figured he ought 
to learn something about the sub­ 
ject and soon found himself deep 
in the study of Persian and In­ 
dian cultures. Now he is consid­ 
ered the foremost authority in 
this field of art on the Pacific 
coast. 
ONE OF THE FIRST questions 
invariably was “How did they get 
to be called miniatures? Some of 
these aren’t so little.” 
“Right,” says Cleary, “they are 
not little portraits done on ivory 
as generally is assumed. There are 
two schools of thought on how 
the name Is derived. 
“Some 
insist 
that 
the 
word 
'miniatures’ in its application to 
Persian 
and 
Indian 
paintings 
comes from toe derivation of the 
Latin word ’minimum’ meaning 
red lead or vermlllion, a color 
that is so largely used especially 
In the borders. 
“However, the general belief is 
that the term was first used by 
the Portuguese Jesuits who visit­ 
ed the Mughal court in India 
around 1550 In their letters to 
their headquarters In Lisbon. They 
described the illustrations in the 
magnificent manuscripts as ’beau­ 
tiful miniatures’. French scholars 
picked up the terminology and the 
name has stuck ever since. It is 
now used very loosely to describe

all Indian and Persian painting on 
paper." 
Most of the Persian miniature 
masterpieces w e in ,manuscripts; 
poetry supplying' the major theme. 
A favorite' was. the Sba-Namah of 
the poet Firdausi, a'Versified his­ 
tory of early Persia,, comprising 
the .annals and. achievements of 
the ancient kings of Persia, to the 
invasion, and 'Conquest of that em­ 
pire by toe Saracens in 638. Fin­ 
ished .in the 11th century, it ranks, 
among the great epics of the 
world. 
1 
SINCE PERSIA WAS conquered 
by the Arabs in toe .seventh cen­ 
tury, the art Is. Islamic. But the 
history of the miniature art does 
not start until, toe 13th century 
with the .invasion of the Mongols, 
already masters of China. 
This, Cleary explains, is why 
there are so many borrowings 
from, China in. Persian art. “Drag­ 
ons and fabulous animals are 
constantly used .and you will also 
notice the curling wisps of clouds.” 
IN COMPLETE CONTRAST to' 
Christianity, Buddhism and Hin­ 
duism which protected and fos­ 
tered pictorial art as an aid to 
devotion, Islam forbade the repre­ 
sentation of humans and all liv­ 
ing things, as an encroachment 
on the percgative of the Creator. 
However, said Cleary, in spite of 
this, painting went on, with art 
patronized 
by 
the 
kings 
and 
princes. There were no religious 
paintings. What is now known as 
characteristically Persian painting, 
began to emerge in the 14th cen­ 
tury and reached its heights in 
the 16th. 
Meanwhile Persian painting was 
introduced 
to 
I n d i a 
when 
a 
Timurid prince named Baber con­ 
quered that country in 1526. His 
grandson, the fabous Akbar, al­ 
though illiterate himself, stimu­ 
lated growth of art by bringing 
famous Persian artists to hia court 
in India. The fusion of the two 
schools was known as Mughal. 
Much of the fine work of suc­ 
ceeding years was destroyed and 
defaced about 1700 by the last of 
toe great Moghals, Aurangzeb, a 
religious bigot. Today you can still 
see examples of faces scratched 
out on paintings as a result of 
his orders to follow the Moham­ 
medan teaching against represen­ 
tation. 


Cleary, one of about, ten serious 
collectors In the country, pointed, 
out that representation of toe 
Hindu 'Gods is frequent, 
“There are over three million 
Gods,” he said., “and then there 
are: manifestations of each God, 
For Instance, Vishnu, one of the 
principals In the Hindu trinity 
which includes Brahma, and Siva, 
has. ten. principal, manifestations 
including some animal forms, and 
26 subordinate manifestations,'* 
So the visual delight of ta i Per­ 
sian miniatures is. added to' by the 
intellectual stimulation of the In­ 
dian ones, and, the strange and 
mysterious ways of part of the 
Orient have become familiar to 
Cleary. 
He has never regretted choos­ 
ing this specialized field as his 
hobby although it no longer has 
the popularity it enjoyed In th e 
middle of the last century... 
“It has done one tremendous 
thing for me,” he salti. “It has 
forced me to' become a student of 
history and religions., to. addition 
to art. And through it, I ’ve learned 
there is just no place for bigotry 
in the world.”

William Patrick Cleary of Sau- 
salito, “when you’ve picked up a 
masterpiece 
without 
the 
seller 
realizing it. Besides no other art 
has quite this enchanted air and 
splenaor of romance.” 
The proud possessor of 178 Per­ 
sian and 300 Indian original paint­ 
ings, Cleary omy started his un­ 
usual hobby about 15 years ago. 
Today he has a collection of 500 
books on the subject and has com­ 
piled 
what 
he 
believes is 
the 
world's best bibliography on this 
type of Orient art. 
A LARGE SELECTION of his 
centuries-old Persian and Indo- 
Persian or Mughal paintings are 
now on exhibit through February 
29 at the main branch of the San 
Francisco public library. Examples 
of the beautiful Indian miniatures 
of another and later school are 
scheduled for a show at the Cali­ 
fornia Palace of the Legion of 
Honor this spring. 
Cleary, a special representative 
of P.T. & T., handling radio and 
television, began his collection af­ 
ter an accident to his back. Al­

Our lesson today tells us of one 
of Use most interesting characters 
la the New Testament. He Is not 
mentioned In any other book of 
'the New Testament, only St. John 
«note of him. He says: 
•"There was a man of the Phari­ 
sees, named Nicodemus. a ruler of 
the Jews,’* He was an orthodox 
Jew, a member of the Sanhedrin. 
the most important official body 
in the Jewish nation of that time. 
The Pharisees put the emphasis 
on obedience to the laws and cus­ 
toms of the church—the formali­ 
ties, the keeping of the feast days, 
the ceremonies of the temple, 
tithing, etc. 
Micodemus was a learned man 
a—•'teacher of the people.** Jesus 
called him. He undoubtedly was 
deeply interested in any teacher or 
movement within the nation that 
was likely to exert a wide influ­ 
ence. 
HE PROBABLY knew of John 
the Baptist and his teaching of 
the coming Messiah, and It Is quite 
likely that lie felt he must see for 
himself this Man about whom 
everyone was talking, and hear 
what He had to say. 
However, he did not want to 
malr» hima»lf “suspect” by his aS- 
sociates who were of the inner 
circle, but who were suspicious and 
jealous of anyone who obtained a 
following outside the strict rules 
of the temple. So he went to visit 
Jesus by night. 
Micodemus addressed Jesus re­ 
spectfully, or rather, reverently: 
"Rabbi,” he said, we know that 
Thou art a teacher come from 
God: for no man can do these 
miracles that Thou doest. except 
God be with Him.” 
Jesus answered, "Verily, verily 
I say unto thee, Except a man be 
bom again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God ” 
NICODEMUS WAS astounded 
by Jesus’ answer, and he said how 
could a man—an old man—be born 
again. "Can he enter the second 
time into his mother’s womb, and 
be bom?” 
Again Jesus answered, "Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee. Except a 
man be bom of water and the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God.” 
Baptism with water is the sym­ 
bol of the washing away of sins. 
Except a spiritual baptism also has 
taken place, however, It Is mean­ 
ingless. 
• 
"Marvel not that I said unto 
thee. Ye must be bora again. The 
wind bloweth where It iisteth, and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, 
but canst not tell whence it com- 
eth, and whither It goeth: so Ls 
every one that is bom of the 
Spirit.” 
AGAIN NICODEMUS asked, 
"How can these things be?” 
"Art thou a master of Israel, 
and knowest not these things?” 
Jesus asked. "If I have told yOU 
earthly things, and ye believe not, 
how shall ye believe, if I tell you 
of heavenly things?” 
*‘Por God to loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth In 
Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not 
His Son into the world to con­ 
demn the world; but that the 
world through Him might be 
saved.” 
Nicodemus was a scholar and a 
teacher, but he never became 
openly a disciple of the Lord__ 
never apparently was "bora again,” 
that tremendous experience that 
changes men’s lives completely. 
Possibly he was timid; he could 
not bring himself to give up his 
social position, his reputation for 
learning, his membership in that 
exclusive circle at the temple. Only

H enry Phelps of N itta Y um a 
and R alph Schoonover of G reen­ 
ville have invented a com pact a n ­ 
tenna which m ay be set up in the 
attic or elsew here indoors and give 
as the conventional tow er type, ac­ 
cording to the inventors. 
The two have been given p a t­ 
ents on the device and said lead­ 
ing television m anufacturers are 
interested in it. 
Phelps, who also has invented a, 
cotton planter 
which 
operates 
across the row instead of down 
and will plant like any convention­ 
al planter, said a principle ot the 
new device is to dim inish local in ­ 
terference. 
“THE ELEM ENTARY things in 
radio 
and 
television 
are 
the 
things th at are som etim es forgot­ 
ten by the engineers in their 
quest for im provem ents.” he told 
newsmen. “O ur device is an ele­ 
m entary one.” 
Here, in, brief, is how the a n ­ 
tenna works: the signal receiving 
and reflecting dipole (the two 
“branches” from the top of the 
m ain stem of the antenna) are 
constructed in a single pole. T hat 


increases the signal strength, ac­ 
cording to the inventors, in pass­ 
ing the signal from the rfelecting 
pole to the inner p art of the 
structure. The inner p art conducís 
the signal. 
TH E W HOLE TH IN G is built of 
m etal and the reflector dipoles 
are covered and insulated with 
m etal tubing. A transform er struc­ 
ture is m ounted w ithin the inner 
dipole. 
T he inventors say their device 
can he installed in the attic and is 
just as good as the huge netw ork 
of wires ordinarily required on the 
rooftops of hom es which are at a 
distance from TV stations. 
Phelps and 
Schoonover 
also 
point out th a t w hen freezing 
w eather encrusts a conventional 
TV antenna, reception is som e­ 
tim es interfered w ith. They say 
the inside construction preven to 
th a t w ith the new type.

every evening, and traffic would 
stop while everybody watched him,. 
•IO M MIX WAS another great 
showman. He wore a huge .cow­ 
boy hat» 'SO nobody could, miss 
him. He drove down the boulevard 
in. a huge car that had more sad­ 
dle leather ora. it than, metal.’* 
.Arlen, .said film stars nowadays 
lack the magic of the great names 
of Valentino, Mix, Theda Bara, 
Wally Reid, etc. He added that to­ 
day’s favorites don’t have the de­ 
votion, to the industry that their 
predecessors had. 
In. the past year, the actor has 
visited, .about 250 U,S., cities on 
tours to publicize: individual pic­ 
tures and. the industry in. general,. 
He recently flew to attend an 
cxhibitor'is convention, in. Kansas 
City. 
“There was a reception for the 
'theater men, followed by a ban­ 
quet 'that night,** he recalled. “I. 
noticed, that 'the younger players 
who were attending' the conven­ 
tion had. left orders that they 
weren’t to' be' disturbed until, the 
banquet. In the meantime, I had. 
met 750 theater men at the re­ 
ception. 
“THIS INDUSTRY has. been a 
good provider for me for 31 years.
